KENTUCKY’S NEEDS. 


NDER the above caption, THE BLOOD-HORSE, 

in its issues of July 11 and October 24, 1931, 
presented the situation as regards racing in this 
State. It urged the election of William H. Harri- 
son to be Governor, and stated that through the 
election of Judge Ruby Laffoon horsemen could 
not well expect a change of management in rac- 
ing affairs. 


We stated that “Judge Laffoon, if he is elected 
Governor, can be expected to name a Racing 
Commission to suit the American Turf Associa- 
tion, regardless of the views of others.” 


Last week Governor Laffoon did just that. He 
reappointed Polk Laffoon, Stephen Sewell Combs, 
William E. Smith, Theodore E. Mueller and 
Frazer LeBus to be the Commission. 


This he did in the face of the expectation of 
Fred A. Forsythe, seretary of the Thoroughbred 
Horse Association, and others who were with him 
in conferences at Frankfort, at least one of which 
was with Governor Laffoon, that he would ap- 
point Polk Laffoon, Thomas P. Hayes, James P. 
Edwards, Rodman Meacham and G. B. Senff. 

There had been a trade, it was related to THE 
BLOOD-HORSE by Mr. Forsythe and others, as pre- 
sented in THE BLOOD-HORSE of February 13, 
whereby the horsemen would be agreeable to 
recommitment of the 1 per cent tax bill and the 
passage of the $500 tax bill for minor tracks if 
the five men last above named would be appointed 
to constitute the Commission. 


The horsemen appear merely to have been, as 
usual, too trustful, and this in the face of warn- 
ing from persons who have had long experience 
of politics and with politicians in Kentucky that 
they should beware of the double-cross. 


Where Mr. Forsythe and associates made their 
mistake was in failing to have the new Commis- 
sion appointed and confirmed by the Senate be- 
fore final action on the tax reduction bill. When 
that bill passed and was signed within half an 
hour thereafter by Governor Laffoon, the jig was 
up with the horsemen. 


The American Turf Association’s legislative 
agents, laughing in their sleeves at the horsemen,

always regarded by them, and perhaps justifiably, 
as an asinine group, exercised the necessary in- 
fluence on the Governor and he performed, as 
THE BLOOD-HORSE, long before his election, pre- 
dicted he would. He gave the American Turf 
Association what it wanted. 

THE BLOoD-HORSE has heard that Senator Allie 
W. Young, who was with Mr. Forsythe and as- 
sociates in some of the conferences, was “hopping 
mad” when he heard of the Governor’s action in 
reappointing the old Commission, and that he 
sent the American Turf Association’s legislative 
agents word that to get the Commission con- 
firmed by the Senate, as the law requires, would 
be another matter. 


Well, concerning this, we will repeat what THE 
BLOoD-HORSE said in last week’s issue, that there 
is nothing more uncertain in the course of human 
events than is the trend of matters political. 

Kentucky’s needs in a racing way continue to 
be unimproved, and no improvement can be ex- 
pected until there is a change in government and 
management, unless there is a sudden and sur- 
prising change of heart and action. 


During the past four years the Kentucky State 
Racing Commission was merely a rubber stamp 
for the American Turf Association and there is 
no reason to expect that it will be anything other 
than that during the next four years, if the same 
five men are to continue to serve. 


ELIGIBILITY. 

HE Kentucky law authorizing the appoint- 

ment of a State Racing Commission by the 
Governor, and to be confirmed by the Senate, 
says three of the five members “shall be breeders 
and raisers of Thoroughbred stock,” and “no two 
of whom shall be members of the same racing 
association.” 

Technically, three of the men on the retiring 
Commission, reappointed last week by Governor 
Laffoon, are breeders. Three are landholders and 
two could be recognized as breeders in the sense 
of the act. 

But we doubt seriously if the spirit of the law 
has been compiled with in the appointment of 
Polk Laffoon and Sewell Combs. The former is 
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president of the Latonia Jockey Club and the lat- 
ter president of the Kentucky Association. The 
Latonia race track is owned by the American 
Turf Association and control of the Latonia 
Jockey Cub is held by the American Turf Asso- 
ciation, which likewise owns virtually all of the 
common stock of the Kentucky Association. 

THE BLOOD-HORSE does not know whether 
Messrs. LeBus, Mueller and Smith own any race 
track stock. 


When the Racing Commission act was written 
and passed in 1906 the racing associations were 
the Kentucky Association, Lexington; Louisville 
Jockey Club, Louisville; Latonia Jockey Club, La- 
tonia, and Douglas Park Jockey Club, Louisville. 
The first named were distinctive organizations 
with no interlocking directorates, except that M. 
J. Winn was a director of Lexington and Churchill 
Downs tracks. Cella, Adler & Tilles owned La- 
tonia and Douglas Park. 


The Kentucky Jockey Club, created in 1918, 
bought all the tracks and gradually gained con- 
trol of the State Racing Commission. The Amer- 
ican Turf Association, formed to own tracks in 
Illinois as well as Kentucky, succeeded the dis- 
solved Kentucky Jockey Club in control of the 
tracks and likewise in control of the State Racing 
Commission. 

The spirit of the law continues to be violated 
when the State Racing Commission membership 
contains more than one man who is a stockholder 
in the American Turf Association or in one or 
more of its subsidiary racing associations. 


10 PER CENT? 


AST week a young breeder of Thoroughbreds, 
whose establishment is on a good farm near 
Lexington, called upon the editor of THE BLOopD- 
HORSE to know whether or not 10 per cent of the 
pooling at Kentucky tracks would continue to be 
deducted in the nature of commission. 

We advised the young man that that was a 
matter for decision by the State Racing Commis- 
sion. We added that we are of the opinion that 
if M. J. Winn, president, and Maurice Galvin, 
secretary, treasurer and general counsel, of the 
American Turf Association, would tell the State 
Racing Commission that the Kentucky Associa- 
tion, Churchill Downs, Inc., and the Latonia 
Jockey Club will be satisfied with less, the “take” 
would be put down to a lower figure, but that 
it is hardly to be expected that such instructions 
will be given to the State Racing Commission. 

Colonel Winn, after more than two decades of 
effort to get the “take” up to 10 per cent was 
only able to attain his goal last year for all tracks 
in the State, and it is hardly reasonable to ex- 
pect him to drop back so soon, so long as he has 
the Racing Commission still under his thumb.

ALL IN THE SAME BOAT. 


N a recent issue was a story showing how stakes 
entries at Aqueduct had declined in number. 
But the Aqueduct management, though it cannot 
be elated, need not be distressed by the circum- 
stance. Except for Arlington Park, which is go- 
ing square against the current by expanding its 
stakes program, it is unlikely that there will be 
a single major track to have an increase in its 
stakes nominations for the coming season. In 
England the volume of Races to Come, showing 
stakes entries, etc., for 1932, is smaller than the 
1931 volume by 214 pages.

these bright “yawnings.” Horses arriving 
from all points and trainers beginning to indulge 
in the pleasant pastime of constructing air-castles 
and laying plans for the season’s campaign. This 
is the period when every 2-year-old of promise 
is a potential Futurity winner and every brisk- 
moving 38-year-old a Kentucky Derby hopeful. 
Many of these will not get to the races; most 
those that do will fail to earn brackets; one or 
two will shape up into something resembling the 
animal pictured in the minds of the trainer and 
owner. 


SAW some nice horses during the past 48 

hours. At the Belmont training track there 
galloped by Clock Tower, Tick On, Pilate, Laugh- 
ing Queen, Osculator and The Beasel. Those 
names will come hurtling out across the field 
from the stand ’way over there in the haze of 
the morning mist more than once during the 
year, else we muff a guess. Pilate certainly left 
a good impression. The Cooney racer, a 4-year- 
old now, was an outstanding development of last 
year; came up from the ranks of the platers. 
At the end of the Maryland fall session he was 
conceded a smart handicapper. Ran Clock Tower 
to a snoot in the Maryland Handicap, with Mate 
third. By Friar Rock (dead) out of *Herodias. 
Andy Schuttinger tells us his dam was a good 
mare. He could be referred to as the “polka dot 
hoss.” You get the impression looking at him 
that he tried to come grey, changed his prefer- 
ence to black and was overruled by the chestnut 
scheme of his sire. The result: He’s bright red 
chestnut; with flecks and patches of grey hairs 
here and there and liberally mottled from head 
to tail with black spots the size of a silver dollar, 
if I remember the circumference correctly. Those 
spots are enough to make one wonder if Pilate 
needs a tonic; they’re on the horse’s neck, back, 
limbs, middle, quarters—everywhere. 

* * 


ES, I saw some nice horses in the last 24 

hours. Or don’t you think Twenty Grand, 
Top Flight, Parry, Semaphore, Curacao, Magnifi- 
co and Mad Frump qualify? Queer, most all our 
colleagues write of Twenty Grand as something 
of a beauty; of Top Flight as being unprepos- 
Sessing in appesrance. I subscribe to the re- 
verse. Simply don’t like the Twenty Grand type, 
whereas I do like that of Top Flight. The filly 
has lengthened in the barrel since Pimlico Futu- 
rity day. And she’s broad across the hips. 
Moreover, she’s grown a little; now stands about 
15.2144. Both animals look very good, healthy 
and spirited, as did all the remainder of the 
Whitney and Greentree strings I inspected at 
the horse show Major Beard, T. J. Healey and 
William Brennan very graciously staged during 
the afternoon of my visit. Old Rosebud cannot 
remember when he has enjoyed a day more than 
that spent at Red Bank. 

* * 

HOSE who like Twenty Grand as they saw 

him last summer would admire him even 
more could they see him as I did, with the last 
rays of a setting sun shimmering against his 
bay coat; his eyes full of life and vitality; his 
Step sure and springy; his bearing that of a 
Sovereign among his breed. He shows neither 


limb any favors and Major Beard is my authori- 
ty for it that there is no longer any hint of the 
impediment which halted his victorious march 
last season. Marshall Lilly fairly loves the horse. 
When the son of *St. Germans proudly pranced 
forth from his box, the little colored horseman’s 
face betrayed a profound adulation for the ani- 
mal. He beamed upon the horse then looked at 
the writer with an expression that unmistakably 
said: “Well, now, you think you’ve seen some 
horses, what do you think of this one?” 


* 


OP FLIGHT is more sedate. Looks with curi- 
osity at visitors and apparently has a lot of 
“horse sense.” “She will never be a big filly,” 
observed Mr. Healey, “but she’s a classy little 
trick. Fillies of her calibre don’t come along 
very often, do they?” I added that if her calibre 
were to be gauged by her assortment of records, 
she is the first of the mould. 


HILE Top Flight was being exhibited Major 

Beard, as keen a horseman as you'll meet, re- 
marked that he has seen but one horse with fore- 
arms and gaskins of such great muscularity— 
Boojum. The generalissimo of the Whitney and 
Greentree bloodstock breeding and racing inter- 
ests has a lot of faith in the son of John P. Grier 
and Elf as a sire. “He has a kindly disposition 
at all times,” testified the Major, “and has fur- 
nished out into a fine individual.” Which re- 
minds me that I think his sister, Pooks Hill, 
about as fetching a 2-year-old filly as one will 
find in many days of searching. I thought her 
the pick of the 2-year-olds at either of the Whit- 
ney encampments. She’s well ahead of Twenty 
Grand’s half-sister, or the sister to Polydor in 
the Greentree string, and they’re handsome misses 
by any horseman’s yardstick. 

* * * 


LIKED a 2-year-old colt in the Greentree lot. 

This in reference to Uppercut, a chestnut by 
High Time-—Fair Feint, by Fair Play, and there- 
fore a half-brother to Parry and Spar. He looks 
strikingly like the elder Sarazen, excepting that 
he is bigger in every direction. And Bill Bren- 
nan, reticent but genial, showed us a well grown 
83-year-old filly when he had Parry led forth. 
Curacao and Semaphore, too, particularly the 
latter, look like winning good races. Possibly 
The Darb, a bay son of *St. Germans and Maud 
Muller, and Rapscallion, a bay colt by Pennant— 
Traffic, are the pick of the half-dozen juvenile 
colts in the Healey-trained string, which com- 
prises six fillies that age and eight older horses— 
a well balanced stable and enough for one man to 
attempt campaigning. The Darb is one of the few 
of the get of his sire exhibiting quality in his 
make-up, and Rapscallion, a smooth, short- 
backed, upstanding sort, is half-brother to the 
ill-fated Breeders’ Futurity winner, The Bull. He 
has none of the mean traits of that notorious fel- 
low, however.

LD ROSEBUD may have to guess again in 

an effort to stab the winner of the Agua 
Caliente Handicap. The “dope”? comes from ex- 
cellent authority that the invading Phar Lap isn’t 
doing so well as he might, or as I had hoped. 
This department would have no doubts were he 
to parade at top form, but it is far from a cer- 
tainty at this writing that he will get to the post, 
to say nothing of showing any of his reputed 
ability.

THE BLOOD-HORSE 


‘MHE Civil War caused a hiatus in American 

Thoroughbred racing and breeding whose 
principal effect was to dissipate the strength of, 
or to destroy, many of the strains which had 
played leading parts in the sport up to that time. 
After the war, which was especially prodigal in 
its destruction of horses, it was found necessary 
to strengthen the breed with new stock, and al- 
though Lexington, chief representative of the 


old American strains, overtowered all rivals for 
years, the new blood became ascendant soon after 
his death. On the female side, the war left only 
a remnant of those fine families whose fame was 
confined to America and which therefore had no 
privileges in the General Stud Book of the 
Messrs. Weatherby. The remnant has acquitted 
itself with much honor and manages to per- 
petuate itself from generation to generation

winners, such was the speed of going to press 
with it, we had too little time to make the 
proper separation of all the groups. 

Not all the well known American tap-roots 
are represented in the accompanying tables. 
Most successful of those shown is the group 
under the heading, “*Janus Mare No. 1.” This 
is commonly known as the Maria West family, 
and it has had an illustrious history. We have 
arbitrarily designated the *Janus mare which is its 
earliest known ancestress with a distinguishing 
“No. 1.". The *Janus Mare No. 2 is the one 
whose great - great - great - granddaughter was 
Chloe Anderson, the real trunk from which all 
the family’s branches have grown. Likewise, 
two *Fearnought mares are represented, besides 
the mare by Dandridge’s Fearnought, a son of 
*Fearnought. We have also referred to one 
family as, “*Medley Mare No. 1,” although 
neither of the other two *Medley mares is repre- 
sented among last year’s stakes winners. The 
family of *Medley Mare No. 1 is frequently re- 
ferred to as the Wanda family because of the 
dominant part that has been taken by the com- 
paratively recent mare Wanda, foaled in 1882, 
by *Mortemer. 

One stakes winner (Pennant Lass) of 1931 
traces in tail-female neither to an American nor 
to a numbered family, but to a mare by Sir John 
Sebright’s (Seabright,.Serbright) Arabian horse. 

This installment brings to a close our series 
of tables showing the tail-female descent of each 
of the stakes winners of 1931. With the ex- 
ception of two of the horses whose names were 
misplaced in our original list of stakes winners 
by families, all the 251 stakes winners of 1931 
have been accounted for. We have preserved the 
type on the pages we have printed, and if we 
find enough prospective customers among our 
readers to justify assembling and printing a 
pamphlet from these pages, we may do so, after 
making the necessary corrections.

ATEST of the yarns about that unfettered 

Indian known to two generations of horsemen 
as Chief Johnson had the following version in 
“The Post Parade,” David Alexander’s column in 
The Morning Telegraph (New York). 

“If you were planning to bet on Chatterrine 
at the Fair Grounds the other afternoon, and 
wonder why she was scratched, maybe this will 
interest you. The horse was withdrawn because 
her owner, Chief Johnson, has an aversion to 
wearing a coat. Chief Johnson is a 59-year-old 
full-blooded Indian. He’s never worn a coat and 
he never intends to. Wraps himself up in a 
blanket when it’s cold. 

“The chief’s unconventional attire, however, 
wasn’t tolerated in the Fair Grounds paddock, 
where trainers must be Beau Brummels or else. 
The Chief refused to wear a coat. The Fair 
Grounds officials, who are no mean arbiters of 
fashion in their spare time, refused to let him 
lead the horse in without donning the garment. 

“Tf a man’s gotta wear a full-dress suit to 
take his hoss in the paddock, then I won’t race 
my horse,’ said the Chief. So he scratched Chat- 
terrine. 

“The Chief considers wearing coats undignified, 
he says, because only waiters and bus boys wear 
‘em. When it was pointed out that waiters and 
bus boys also wear underwear, trousers, socks 
and shoes, the Chief just passed the matter off. 

“Won't wear a coat,’ he said. And he didn’t. 

“The Chief has been on the Turf for many 
years. Started out as a jockey. He views with 
alarm the tendency of the racetracks to become 
effete. Weren’t that way in his salad days, 
he says.” 

Later the Indian’s pride subsided and he put on 
his coat, thus providing an anti-climax to a good 
yarn.

SIRES OF JUVENILE WINNERS 


NCLUDING the racing of Monday, February 

29, there were 90 2-year-old winners of 126 
races, worth $90,685 in first monies only, in the 
United States, Mexico and Cuba. These 90 2- 
year-olds were the get of 69 sires, as tabulated 
below. The figures show an all-round falling off 
when compared with figures for the first two 
months of last year. Up to the end of February, 
1931, there were 102 2-year-old winners (repre- 
senting 76 sires) of 142 races, worth $98,610.

STATE RACING COMMISSION. 

N March 2, at Frankfort, Governor Ruby Laf- 

foon announced that he had reappointed Polk 
Laffoon, of Covington; William E. Smith, of 
Louisville; Theodore E. Mueller, of Louisville; 
Stephen Sewell Combs, of Lexington; Frazer D. 
LeBus, of Lexington, to be the State Racing Com- 
mission for the next four years. However, the 
Governor did not immediately send the names of 
these appointees to the Senate for confirmation. 
The law requires that their names shall be pre- 
sented for confirmation at least ten days before 
the date for adjournment of the Legislature. The 
Legislature’s adjournment date is March 17. 

The Lexington Herald, in announcing the re- 
appointment said that it “was generally ex- 
pected.” That is not quite correct. Fred A. 
Forsythe, Seretary of the Thoroughbred Horse 
Association, who has been seriously ill at his 
home in Lexington for several days; W. S. Dud- 
ley, Lexington breeder and owner; T. P. Hayes. 
Lexington owner and trainer; Judge Allie W. 
Young, leader of the Senate; and John Young 
Brown, Speaker of the House, are among those 
who were expecting that the Governor would ap- 
point Polk Laffoon, of Covington; T. P. Hayes, 
of Lexington; Rodman Meacham, of Hopkinsville; 
James P. Edwards, of Louisville; and G. B. Senff, 
of Mt. Sterling. 

Readers of THE BLOOD-HORSE know why Mr. 
Forsythe and others were expecting the Governor 
would make those last named his appointees. 
Readers of THE BLOOD-HORSE also know that this 
publication is not surprised that the agreement 
which Mr. Forsythe says he had with representa- 
tives of the American Turf Association was not 
carried out. 


GREELY SUCCEEDS PARTRIDGE. 

Being ill and unable to carry on as a trainer, 
John B. Partridge last week resigned his charge 
of the Shandon Farm Stable of P. A. and R. J. 
Nash, of Chicago, the horses of which are in the 
“Jack” Baker barn at the Kentucky Association 
track. Messrs. Nash employed John J. Greely, 
of Chicago, to succeed Mr. Partridge and he came 
to Lexington and took over the horses Monday, 
March 7. The string comprises the Kentucky 
Derby candidate, Burning Blaze, and Aqua 
Vitae, Battle Axe, Evergold, Grand Prince, La 
Salle, Play Around, Roman Hill and Sad Night 
and four 2-year-olds. In addition to these Mr. 
Greely will train Iskum and Sally Irene for 
Thomas E. Nash and two of his own. Arrange- 
ments have been made for the use of the barn 
at Churchill Downs formerly occupied by the 
horses of Senator Johnson N. Camden and Mr. 
Greely will take the string to Louisville when the 
weather will permit. Jockey Willie Garner, now 
resting at his home in Centervile, Iowa, will re- 
port to Mr. Greely about April 1. Another di- 
vision of the stable is to be trained by T. L. 
Pierce, who has the horses at the Kentucky Asso- 
ciation track now. Mr. Partridge departed for 
Chicago Monday night of this week to consult 
a physician about his condition. His ailment is 
of the kidneys. His many friends will regret to 
hear of his condition and will wish him safe 
recovery. 


WIDENER STRING READY TO MOVE. 
Trainer Henry McDaniel, Jockey Mack Garner, 
Business Agent John Groh and four carloads of 


horses owned by Joseph E. Widener will leave 
Elmendorf Farm within the next few days, the 
exact date depending upon the weather, for 
Belmont Park, Queens, Long Island. The Widener 
stable, presumably, will be campaigned only in 
the East this year, as no nominations have been 
made for Western stakes. Sickness early in the 
winter set back some of the more promising 
members of the 2-year-old division, which may 
not show its best strength until fairly late in 
the season. 

The string which Mr. McDaniel is to _ take 
East will be composed of the 6-year-old Curate, 
the 5-year-old Mr. Sponge, the 4-year-olds Novel- 
ist and Pari-Mutuel, the 3-year-olds Well Played, 
Best Play, Robinson Crusoe, Integrity, Stage- 
craft, Foxiana, Native Wit and Tryandagain, and 
the following 2-year-olds: Even Stephen, Canon 
Law, Feudal Lord, Hecla, Guardian, Bushranger, 
Prodigal, Hurry Off, Pastry, Golden Way, Four- 
teen, Dome, Polisher, Fair Weapon, Fair Day, 
Starry, Diesel, Crazy Jane, Quickly, Hastipast, 
White Lies, Mother Sills, Psyche and Algeria. 

Among the 2-year-olds enumerated are the 
last of the crop of the great Fair Play. He is 
the sire of the colts Even Stephen and Canon 
Law and of the fillies Fair Weapon and Fair 
Day. Native Wit, Algeria and Dome _ were 
among the five horses which Trainer McDaniel 
brought back from Hialeah Park. The other two 
were the 2-year-olds Hobnail and Unfair. 

Asked about the filly Psyche, concerning which 
writers have had much praise, Mr. McDaniel 
commented: “She's all right, but not a likely 
champion; she’s rather on the small side.” 


WALTER TAYLOR WITH CARREAUD. 


Walter Taylor, former jockey, until last fall 
trainer for Hal Price Headley, has a new berth. 
He is now in charge of the horses belonging to 
F. A. Carreaud, of Dallas, Texas, for whom Jack 
Howard trained until they severed relations at 
Hialeah Park the third week in February. Trainer 
Taylor brought the Carreaud horses up from 
Miami. Stopping at Lexington en route to Louis- 
ville Friday, March 4. he took into the car Por- 
ter’s Dream, Lady Ebony, Va Carriendo and 
Tadcaster, which were at Al Hamel’s stable at 
the Kentucky Association track, and Jean Lafitte, 
Arab and another which were at Jack Howard's 
Rookwood Farm. The shipment then proceeded 
to Douglas Park. It was stated at Lexington 
on Saturday list that Trainer Taylor had ex- 
pected to get stalls at Churchill Downs. but that 
he was recuired to go to Douglas Park because 
the Carreaud horses had remained at Chicago 
and raced at Arlington Park last summer instead 
of shipping to Latonia. Every now and then one 
hears somethines of this sort indicating that the 
American Turf Association management has a 
policy of punishment for those who are not fully 
in their favor. 


DIVIDENDS ARE PAID. 


The Kentucky Association, which was not able 
to give a race meeting last fall; which, during 
the successful campaign at Frankfort for the re- 
duction in state license tax from $2,500 per day 
to $500 per day, was represented to have lost 
$50,000 on its last spring meeting; and which is 
now reported to be contemplating a cut in purses 
to $600 per day for the spring meeting next 
month, last week paid dividends to preferred 
stockholders. The dividends amounted to 8 per 


cent on $100,000. Since, under the Kentucky law, 
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dividends can only be paid out of earnings, the 
Kentucky Association, it would seem, either did 
not have a loss last spring or had a surplus from 
other years of operation. Or could it be that the 
revenue came from the parent organization, the 
American Turf Association, which has been pass- 


ing its dividends? 


SALE OF DURNELL STOCK.

FLORIDA 


TROPICAL PARK’S BEGINNING. 


HE first week of Tropical Park’s three-weeks 

meeting closed last Saturday and the man- 
agement announced that the amount bet during 
the six days was $670,841, a daily average of 
$111,807. This figure is well below the $160,069 
average for the 39 days at Hialeah Park, and is 
less than half the average for the last week at 
Hialeah.’ But Tropical Park has smaller purses, 
smaller staff, and less expensive betting equip- 
ment. Its expenses are a fraction of those at 
Hialeah. No doubt the “handle” and the good 
crowds have been very satisfactory to the man- 
agement. This week is expected to hold up with 
last. Next week, the last of the three, will find 
the season on its wane; but if, as General Man- 
ager Frank J. Bruen thinks, the visitors stay in 
Florida until March 19, the closing day, the 
Gables Racing Association will be able to make 
up some of the losses suffered at its first meet- 
ing, beginning in December. No big purses are 
offered, but the competition has been good. One 
of the best races of the week was the feature of 
March 3, in which C. Leroy King’s recent pur- 
chase, Panetian, won his second race for his new 
owner and set a track record of 1:04 4-5, for 5% 
furlongs. 


HIALEAH PARK TURNOVER. 


The total turnover through the totalisator at 
Hialeah Park was $6,242,685. The duration of 
the meeting was 39 days, so the daily average 
‘was $160,069. The best week of the meeting was 
the last, when the turnover totaled $1.284.891, 
and the best day was the last, when the play was 
$319,296. The Florida law permits the racing 
association to deduct 10 per cent from the pool- 
ing and allows the breakage in addition. This 
amounts something more than 11 per cent. The 
State of Florida gets 3 per cent and the racing 
association gets the remainder. Considering the 
tremendous overhead, including $2,300 per day 
for interest on the money spent for improvements, 
there was a loss on the meeting, but THE BLOOD- 
HORSE hears that it was not so great as was gen- 
erally expected it would be. Mr. Widener and 
his associates have expressed themselves as well 
pleased with the public’s approval of the plant, 
its management and the totalisator. 


JOCKEY GREENWOOD’S INJURY. 

Charles Greenwood, riding Indian Game in the 
first race at Tropical Park March 5, went down 
with his mount when caught in a jam on the 
backstretch and suffered several broken ribs and 
possibly a puncture of the lung. At the Jackson 
Memorial Hospital, Miami, he was reported in a 
critical condition, but was slightly improved at 
last accounts. Melvin Lewis was slightly injured 
in the same spill. 


THE RINGER ARTIST. 


Patrick C. Barrie, alias Peter Christie Barrie, 
who last week admitted to ownership of Aknah- 
ton, racing’s latest “ringer,” talked a great deal 
last week, and probably has talked himself out 
of the country. A native of Edinburgh, Scotland, 
he explained that he was an expert in changing 
the color of horses and could put on dye that 
would stick for four months. He told news men 
that he had raced ringers successfully in Canada 
and Chicago and had won six races with a horse 
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racing under an incorrect name in Cuba, but 
did not give specific details. He was convicted 
of fraudulent practices in a “ringing’’ case in 
England in 1917 and on that occasion received a 
three years sentence, which he served, according 
to report. Proceedings are now under way to 
deport him. Meantime he is in the city jail at 
Miami. Arrested with him was F. A. Tavenner, 
one of the five men ruled off the Turf in con- 
nection with the “ringing” of the 4-year-old 
Aknahton for the 3-year-old Gailmont. 


DOPE PEDDLER GOES TO PEN. 


After having been indicted by a Federal grand 
jury at Miami on 28 counts charging sale of nar- 
cotics, Charles Underwood, a former jockey, who 
had not ridden since 1924, pleaded guilty in the 
United States District Court at Miami, March 3, 
and was sentenced to two years in the peniten- 
tiary. 


EVENING TO REST. 

It is announced from Miami that George D. 
Widener’s Florida Derby winner, Evening, bay 
filly, 3, by St. James—*Crepuscule, by *Meddler, 
is to have a rest for several weeks before racing 
again. 


PROTECTING HIALEAHW’S TRACK. 

As soon as the Miami racing season is over 
a protective top dressing will be spread over the 
entire Hialeah Park track. In the fall the top 
dressing will be disked into the track. 


SANDE’S HOPES. 


Earl Sande burns to be in the saddle again. 
Doing road work in Florida, he can now do 
11814 pounds, stripped. He believes he will “have 
no trouble” keeping down to 118 without losing 
any strength. 


ILLINOIS 


AMERICAN DERBY JUNE 18. 


NNOUNCEMENT came last week end to THE 

BLOOD-HORSE from C. W. Hay, general man- 
ager of the Washington Park Jockey Club, that 
the date for the running of the American Derby 
has been definitely fixed as Saturday, June 18. 
Entries to the stakes for the Washington Park 
meeting closed Wednesday, March 2. Judge Hay 
reports that the American Derby received “an 
imposing list,” and that “every 3-year-old in 
America with pretensions to class” is among the 
number. 

Top Flight is among the eligibles, and she has 
also been named for the Illinois Oaks. Burning 
Blaze, Burgoo King, Tick On, Sweeping Light, 
Liberty Limited, Evening, Monk’s First, Sazerac, 
Barcelona Pete, Osculator and Laughing Queen 
are among others in the list. 

Judge Hay says all of the other stakes to be 
decided at the meeting, which will be opened 
May 23, “have drawn record lists of entries.” 
The stakes in addition to the American Derby 
and Illinois Oaks are three handicaps for 3-year- 
olds and upward and two events for 2-year-olds. 
NO JUMPERS AT ARLINGTON PARK. 

Upon his return from Florida to the offices of 
the Arlington Park Jockey Club in Chicago last 
week, Roy Carruthers, managing director of the 
great plant, stated definitely that no steeple- 
chase races will be carded for the meeting at 


Arlington Park in July. He stated that support 
of the steeplechase programs by the owners of 
jumping horses last season was inadequate and 
that assurance of better support this year was 
not forthcoming, therefore the decision was 
reached to confine the programs to races on the 
flat. Mr. Carruthers stated that the public’s re- 
sponse to steeplechasing was gratifying, though 
such racing was comparatively new to Chica- 
goans. 


LINCOLN FIELDS NOT SO GOOD? 


Norris Royden, in his column in Daily Running 
Horse (New York), says he has heard “via grape- 
vine sources” that Col. M. J. Winn has proposed 
that the last two weeks of the Lincoln Jockey 
Club’s meeting, September 3 to October 8, be 
raced at Washington Park instead of Lincoln 
Fields. The plant at Crete is at greater distance 
from Chicago than is the plant at Homewood and 
Colonel Winn is said to have the opinion that 
greater profit can be made by racing at Wash- 
ington Park. The Illinois law permits a total of 
51 days in any year at each track. Washington 
Park’s regular meeting, opening May 23, is for 
30 days. Thus 21 days of the 31 days awarded 
the Lincoln Jockey Club could be employed at 
‘Washington Park if they were wanted. 


CANADA 


WOODBINE PARK STAKES. 
N page 446 of this issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE 
will be found the Ontario Jockey Club’s ad- 
vertisement of stakes to close on March 21 and 
May 6, to be decided at the spring meeting, 
Woodbine Park, Toronto, May 21 to May 28. The 
stakes are to be the same as last year, but there 
is to be a material reduction in the added money. 
The Toronto Cup is reduced from $7,500 to $3,000 
and the following have been reduced from $3,000 
to $2,000: Fraser Memorial Steeplechase Handi- 
cap, Woodbine Steeplechase Handicap, King Ed- 
ward Gold Cup, Woodstock Plate, Victoria Stakes 
and William Hendrie Handicap. Overnight purses 
last spring were $1,500 and $1,200. This year 
they will be $1,200 and $1,000. Last year the 
lowest value of any race on the flat during the 
meeting was $1,200. This year it will be $1,000. 
These reductions are in keeping with the re- 
quirements of the period in Canada as elsewhere. 
THE BLOOD-HORSE has not been advised whether 
there will be a reduction in the added money of 
$10,000 to the King’s Plate and $5,000 to the 
Breeders’ Stake, the former of which is for 3- 
year-olds and upward bred in Ontario, and the 
other for 3-year-olds bred in Canada, but it is 
very likely that reductions will be made in the 
same proportions indicated in other stakes. These 
events usually close in March, though they are 
never advertised outside of Canada. As has 
been the custom at former meetings, a stleeple- 
chase will be run each of the seven days of the 
meeting. 

The sport at Woodbine ranks as the best in 
Canada and the Ontario Jockey Club has long 
been considered to be the backbone of racing in 
the Dominion. American sportsmen find great 
pleasure in attending the racing at great Toronto 
plant, and it is to be expected that they will 
patronize the stakes as usual, remembering that 
Woodbine Park was among the first to increase 
added money when conditions justified it, and 
undoubtedly will be among the first to restore 
values when and as that is possible. 
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CUBA 


ORIENTAL PARK NEAR CLOSE. 

UITE the best behaved racing community of 

the current winter is Oriental Park, where 
nothing, apparently, has happened except what 
was Officially scheduled to happen. Although 
cheap horses have made up the programs, the 
stakes schedule has been adhered to rigidly, and 
it has been the most impressive set of early 
closing events ever run off in Cuba. The meet- 
ing is now in its last stages. Saturday of this 
week will be the seventy-third day of the 80 
days or more which was announced as_ the 
duration of the meeting. The more important 
stakes were held for the later Sundays. Monk’s 
First won the Cuban Derby February 28. Lucille 
K. crossed over from Miami and won the Cuban 
Juvenile Stakes March 6. The $10,000 added 
Cuban Grand National Handicap will be run 
next Sunday. 
MONK’S FIRST WINS CUBAN DERBY. 

The fifth running of the Cuban Derby ($5,000 
added, 3-year-olds, 1 1-8 miles), at Havana 
February 28, drew a field of six males to the post, 
each carrying 118 pounds. It provided the first 
stakes victory for the get of W. S. Dudley’s 
young stallion *Monk’s Way. The winner, Monk’s 
First, ridden by E. Neal, was kept under restraint 
back of the pace of George Collins’ Thistle Ace 
to the last turn, then went to the lead and won 
easily by two lengths, with Mrs. Emil Dene- 
mark’s Blackstrap, the favorite, second, a neck 
ahead of Thistle Ace. Mrs. E. D. Springer’s 
Howee was fourth. The others were General 
Court and Switch. Time, :24, :48, 1:12 4-5, 
1:39 3-5, 1:53 3-5, track fast. Stakes division,

AGUA CALIENTE HANDICAP. 
HE Agua Caliente nightmare will not last 
much longer. After this week there will be 
only two weeks left of the long meeting which 
has brought so much misery to its management 
and the horsemen who have raced there. It is a 
thoroughly discredited track, and the horsemen 
who come back from it have stories to tell which 
are worse than those which have been printed. 

The Agua Caliente Handicap, $50,000 added, 
leading race of the meeting, will be run Sunday, 
March 20. At last accounts Zeke Caress was 
quoting seven horses at odds of less than 10 to 1 
in his absurd future book on the race. Joe Flores 
worked six furlongs in 1:12 1-5 last Thursday, 
March 38, and was immediately made favorite at 
3 to 1. Phar Lap, Dr. Freeland, Reveille Boy and 
Cabezo were quoted at 4 to 1. A report was sent 
out March 1 that the Australian Phar Lap had 
picked up a stone the day before and was seri- 
ously injured. The next day he was on the track, 
showing no signs of lameness whatever. His 
condition for the race is very much a matter of 
speculation, and it now appears that he will go 
to the post without giving any public indication 
of whether he is fit. Estimates of the famous 
invader range all the way from plug to paragon 
of speed, stamina and beauty. Phar Lap has 
been nominated for leading handicaps to be run 
on Chicago courses during the coming summer. 
Fourteen races will be run the day of the Agua 
Caliente Handicap. 

Last Sunday, March 6, was marked by the 
running of the Agua Caliente Derby, won by 
Bahamas. A summary of the race will be given 
later. 


LINDEN TREE’S DON STAKES.

R. James, who again rides for Lord George 
Dundas, has returned to England from India, 
where he headed the list of winning jockeys this 
winter. 

The Daily Mail (London) says news from Ire- 
land concerning the progress of the Grand Na- 
tional candidate, Heartbreak Hill, is highly en- 
couraging. 

The Guineas and Derby winner Cameronian has 
been nominated for the Kempton Park Great 
Jubilee Handicap, which no Derby winner has 
ever won. 

W. Stott rides Lord Glenapp’s Annandale in 
the Grand National at Liverpool, and W. Parvin 
will have the mount on Lady Lindsay’s Apostasy 
in that trying contest. 

Colonel Foljambe has sold Inverse, a Grand 
National candidate, and Blue Prince to Lady 
Lindsay, who also is the owner of the Grand Na- 
tional candidate, Apostasy. 

Steve Donoghue, noted English jockey, who has 
been at Agua Caliente, has informed friends in 
England that Phar Lap may be entered for the 
Cesarewitch and other English races this year. 
The Cesarewitch will be run October 12. 

J. H. Whitney is the owner of a 2-year-old sis- 
ter to Easter Hero and she is at the farm of C. 
Rogers, who bred her for him, in Ireland. She is 
by My Prince out of Easter Week, which mare Mr. 
Whitney bought from Mr. Rogers and on his ad- 
vice returned her to My Prince, leaving her with 
Mr. Rogers. 

In reporting that the jumper Eileandonan had 
fallen and broken his neck at Newbury, England, 
February 17, The Morning Advertiser (London) 
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said: “This is the tenth fatal accident to race 
horses within a month.” Eileandonan was the 
property of Miss Dorothy Paget. She paid $5,000 
for him at Newmarket sales in October, 1930. 

“Grakle is just as a Grand National horse 
should be five or six weeks before the race,” 
wrote J. B. Robertson, distinguished English vet 
and writer, at that period. “He is big and round, 
but firm in muscle, and very fresh when worked.” 

Jack Anthony, still unable to ride his hack as 
the result of the injury sustained to one of his 
legs while last in America, observes the training 
of J. H. Whitney’s Grand National horses from 
the back seat of a small automobile. 

BEARY TELLS OF HIS VISIT 

HEN Michael Beary, the Aga Khan’s jockey, 

got back to England in February, after his 
visit to the United States, he ran into “Hotspur,” 
one of the noted English Turf journalists. He 
told him a number of interesting things about 
his visit to Agua Caliente, Hollywood, Kentucky 
and New York. Beary was surprised to find the 
grass about Lexington so rich and flourishing. 
“The next best to Ireland,” he called it. He gave 
nis impressions of Man o’ War. *Sir Gallahad 
III, Gallant Fox, The Scout, *St. Germans, *Phar- 
amond and *Epinard. They were good. To quote 
“Hotspur :” 

“Man o’ War is the horse that most impressed 
Beary. He is America’s own, and they are right- 
ly proud of the smashing exploits on the race- 
course of this great racehorse. He has not been 
equally successful as a sire, and yet Beary says 
he is a magnificent individual, and most impress- 
ive. He really thinks he is the finest specimen 
of a horse he has ever set eyes on. 

“Michael Beary has always struck me as hav- 
ing a far more intimate knowledge of the breed 
of the racehorse than any other jockey. He is 
always making a deep study of it, and I gather 
that the impression which is uppermost in his 
mind in regard to what he saw at the leading 
American studs is why so many of their best 
horses should be ineligible for our General Stud 
Book. I take it he is referring to the action 
which was taken by the Jockey Club, chieflv at 
the instance of the late Lord Jersey, by which 
certain strains of breeding, thouzh popular and 
successful in America, did not fulfil the condi- 
tions of the English Stud Book. 

“They were barred by what is known to-day 
as the ‘Jersey Act,’ and I can understand that 
American breeders feel deeply the slur thus cast 
on their best lines of bloodstock. Yet, says 
Beary, horses like Man o’ War, Gallant Fox, and 
Twenty Grand would most certainly hove achieved 
big things if raced in England. Reich Count, 
who did win the’ Coronation Cup at Epsom, was 
not to be compared with them. The subject of 
the ‘Jersey Act’ can be referred to another time, 
and its allered injustice to American breeders in- 
quired into.” 

It might be mentioned, in connection with Mr. 
Beary’s notions of breed‘ng, that he thoucht 
mares by Swynford or by one of his good 
Sons would make the best cross for Man o’ War 
and that *St. Germans, to produce his best stock, 
should be mated with mares carrving a strong 
line of St. Simon. He came to this conclusion 


before he was aware of the fact that *St. Ger- 
mans’ best two sons in this country, Twenty 
Grand and St. Brideaux, were bred on the pat- 
tern he suggested, for both have St. 
crosses.

STUD NEWS 


GREENOCK. 


N the front cover of this issue is an excellent 
likeness of Jack WHoward’s young sire, 
Greenock, 7-year-old chestnut son of The Porter 
(by Sweep) out of Starella, by *Star Shoot out 
of Pamela, by Hamburg. Mr. Howard recently 
purchased from F. A. Carreaud the latter’s half 
interest in the stallion, and is now the sole owner. 
Greenock is making his second season at the 
Howard farm, Rookwood, on the Bryan Station 
Pike, near Lexington. His first foal arrived last 
week, a fine chestnut filly out of Marie Augusta, 
by Jack Atkin. Five others are due at Rook- 
wood, besides those to arrive at other farms. 
Greenock’s book last year contained twenty-odd 
mares, and this year he is to be bred to thirty- 
odd, 11 of which are owned by Mr. Howard him- 
self. 

Like his sire, slightly below the average height 
for a Thoroughbred stallion, Greenock is a pow- 
erfully built horse, with the heavy musculature 
that characterizes horses of extreme speed. He 
is, indeed, one of the most stoutly built horses 
in service anywhere. He won three stakes, the 
Dearborn, Chicago Heights and Collinsville Han- 
dicaps and still holds the six-furlong track rec- 
ord, 1:10 3-5, at Bowie. His total winnings were 
$39,939. 


BREEDING FARM IN NEW ORLEANS. 


When Tom B. Young returned recently from 
the Fair Grounds, he brought word of several 
pleasant visits he had made to a Thoroughbred 
breeding farm located within the city limits of 
New Orleans. The farm is owned by John F. 
Clark, Jr., of John F. Clark & Co., brokers, and 
is in Orleans Parish, on the west bank of the 
Mississippi, south of Algiers. Four mares and 
three yearlings are now at the farm, Mr. Young 
reports, and the mares are bred to War Insti- 
gator, a young stallion which is at Frank Serem- 
ba’s barn at Jefferson Park. Mr. Clark goes to 
especial pains to see that the horses have all 
the advantages possible. Lime is put into the 
water they drink, to supply the deficiency of that 
bone-strengthening material. 

Recently we had a letter from Mr. Clark in 
which he renewed his subscription and said: 

“To an individual struggling to raise a few 
Thoroughbreds many hundred miles distant from 
‘the magic of the Blue Grass,’ your periodical 
is indispensable and, in my opinion, would be 
cheap at double the present subscription price.”
